D isease stricken wom an sentenced 
wants to help others

Although it may be too late for 
research to help her, Mrs. Jerry 
Hampton, 208 Dacus Drive, Mini 
Farm s, has launched a drive to 
obtain 
stam ps 
to 
finance 
research that may help others 
with the sam e rare disease that 
she has. 
Estelle Hampton suffers from 
scleroderma, 
a killer disease 
whose victims are usually un­ 
suspecting middle-aged women 
between the ages of 25 and 40. 
Scleroderma, sometimes called 
“hidebound sk in ’, is. in most 
cases, 
chronic 
in 
nature, in­ 
volving localized or widespread 
areas of skin. The onset of sym ­ 
ptoms 
is 
usually 
a 
gradual 
process beginning with swelling, 
discoloration or minimal hard­ 
ness of the skin. 


As 
the 
disease 
progresses 
through months or years without 
remission or reaching a plateau, 
the skin changes in appearence 
becoming 
smooth 
and 
shiny. 
H ardening 
progresses 
and 
mobility is restricted. 
The disease then moves inside 
the body. 
The final stages of scleroderma, 
the point to which Mrs. Hamp­ 
ton's condition has progressed, 
most commonly show cardiac and 
or renal failure due to the closing 
down of blood vessels in these 
areas. 
Mrs. 
Hampton's 
case 
was 
diagnosed in 1970, although she 
was told at that time she had had 
scleroderma 
since 
1968. 
She 
reports that it took the whole staff 
at Deaconness Hospital in St. 
Louis 
about 
two 
months 
to 


diagnose her case. She has been in 
the hospital about 16 times since 
then, and is under the care of Drs. 
Phillip Comens and Robert L am . 
At the tim e her case was finally 
diagnosed, it had advanced too far 
to be affected by the few known 
drugs that help some patients. 
The disease is now weakening her 
cardiac and renal body functions. 
She knows of no other woman in 
Sikeston who has the disease. 
Although some report that there 
is no pain in the disease, Mrs. 
Hampton disagrees, saying there 
is pain, at least in her case. Thus 
far, no hereditary factors have 
been noted, and the disease is not 
contagious. 
Physicians know little about the 
dreaded skin disease and will 
continue to be ignorant of the 
sickness 
unless 
research and 


thechnology 
can 
be 
funded 
properly. 
Further research is needed to 
discover the causes and cure for 
thedisease. and Mrs. Hampton has 
undertaken a project which would 
provide more money for research 
of scleroderma. In this way she 
hopes to help others whose cases 
are not so advanced and those 
who may get the disease. 
Mrs. Hampton is requesting 
that people send Top Value or S &

It is Thanksgiv ing. The family 
and relativ es sit around the table 
chatting and enjoy ing the holiday 
meal. Suddenly , a grandfather or 
grandmother gasps for breath, 
turns blue and is dead within 
minutes. 
This 
incident sounds like 
another instance of Mr. Heart 
Attack rearing it? ugly head on a 
gay occasion. 
Howev er, this time death came in 
the form of a “ cafe coronary .” In 
short, a lov ed one simply chocked 
to death on a piece of food. 
According to Dr. Robert C. 
Ahlv in, a pasthologist at Missouri 
Delta Community Hospital, the 
term cafe coronary was coined a 
few y ears ago by a medical 
ex aminer in Dade County , Fla., 
who recognized that a number of 
sudden deaths were not alway s 
from heart attacks but often 
resulted from choking to death. 
The ’’cafe” part of the term was 
I used because many of the v ictims 
would choke while they were 
eating a big meal in a restaurant 
or cafe, Dr. Ahlv in said. 
“ It (choking on food) happens 
so rarely . And the disease it 
mimics, a heart attack, is so 
common. 
That’s part of the 
problem,” he remarked. 
Since the sy mptoms for both 
diseases are similar, the nex t best 
thing is to identify the people most 
apt to suffer a cafe coronary . 
High on the list are the elderly , 
people with bad teeth, inv alids 
who are fed by nurse’s aides or 
family members or ev en someone 
who has been heav ily drinking, 
Dr. Ahlv in said. 
Choking occurs when the person 
does not chew his food well and a 
large bolus or mass of food 
becomes impacted in the throat. 
“ The food is rarely in there (the 
throat) but it is stuck.” 
Dr. Ahlv in said large chunks of 
meat or stew are the most com­ 
mon foods to become lodged in the 
throat. 
After it is determined the v ictim 
is choking rather than hav ing a 
heart attack, the nex t obstacle is 
the ty pe of treatment to use. 
In the past, there hav e been 


performed, he said. 
But, recently , a new method has 
been discov ered that eliminates 
tools such as kniv es or spoons. 
“ L ike 
m ou th-to-m outh 
resuscitation, most people can 
learn this (the new method),” Dr. 
Rosens tein said. 
“ This 
technique 
is 
a 
modification of the backslap. It is 
the stomach jerk,” Dr. Ahlv in 
said. 
It is this "stomach jerk” which 
is so important. “ The pushing on 
the diaphragm causes a sudden 
compression in the lungs which 
pops the food out instead of just 
breathing it out,” Dr. Rosenstein 
said. 
The diaphragm 
is 
a 
muscular membrane used in 
breathing and is located between 
the abdomen and the lungs, he 
said. 
Here is the newest in first aid 
for chokers: 
1. Pull the v ictim from his 
chair. 
2. Stand behind him and let his 
upper body , head and arms drape 
forward ov er y our arms. 
3. Make a fist with y our right 
hand and place y our left hand 
ov er the back of the fist. Then 
slam the fist, palm up, into the 
person’s abdomen with a quick, 
v ery strong mov ement. 
Often the v ictim will be dead 
weight, so a strong person should 
be the one to administer first aid, 
Dr. Rosenstein said. 
Another consideration is that 
after the v ictim turns blue, he has 
about three to fiv e minutes to 
recov er, 
Dr. 
Ahlv in 
said. 
Howev er, although “ time is of the 
essence, don’t giv e up,” he added. 
There is also another way to 
help a choker, but Dr. Rosenstein 
said he think the method is 
possibly less effectiv e because the 
v ictim is on his back, allowing the 
food chunk to fall back into the 
throat again. 
The second method is: 
1. Place the v ictim on his back. 
2. Sit on him or her near the 
hips.Place onehand ov er the other 
just abov e the nav el and ex ert a 
sharp mov ement up and inward 
with the heel of the palm. Repeat 
if necessary .

D isease stricken w om an 
wants to help others

Although it may be too late for 
research to help her, Mrs. Jerry 
Hampton, 208 Dacus Drive. Mini 
Farms, has launched a drive to 
obtain 
stam ps 
to 
finance 
research that may help others 
with the same rare disease that 
she has. 
Estelle Hampton suffers from 
scleroderma, 
a 
killer disease 
whose victims are usually un­ 
suspecting middle-aged women 
between the ages of 25 and 40. 
Scleroderma, sometimes called 
“ hidebound skin", is, in most 
cases, 
chronic 
in 
nature, 
in­ 
volving localized or widespread 
areas of skin The onset of sym­ 
ptoms 
is 
usually 
a 
gradual 
process beginning with swelling, 
discoloration or minimal hard­ 
ness of the skin. 


As 
the 
disease 
progresses 
through months or years without 
remission or reaching a plateau, 
the skin changes in appearence 
becoming 
smooth 
and 
shiny. 
Hardening 
progresses 
and 
mobility is restricted 
The disease then moves inside 
the body. 
The final stages of scleroderma, 
the point to which Mrs. Hamp­ 
ton’s condition has progressed, 
most commonly show cardiac and 
or renal failure due to the closing 
down of blood vessels in these 
areas. 
Mrs. 
Hampton’s 
case 
was 
diagnosed in 1970, although she 
was told at that time she had had 
scleroderma 
since 
1968. 
She 
reports that it took the whole staff 
at Deaconness Hospital in St. 
Louis 
about 
two 
months 
to 


diagnose her case. She has been in 
the hospital about 16 times since 
then, and is under the care of Drs. 
Phillip Comens and Robert Lam. 
At the time her case was finally 
diagnosed, it had advanced too far 
to be affected by the few known 
drugs that help some patients. 
The disease is now weakening her 
cardiac and renal body functions. 
She knows of no other woman in 
Sikeston who has the disease. 
Although some report that there 
is no pain in the disease, Mrs. 
Hampton disagrees, saying there 
is pain, at least in her case. Thus 
far, no hereditary factors have 
been noted, and the disease is not 
contagious. 
Physicians know little about the 
dreaded skin disease and will 
continue to be ignorant of the 
sickness 
unless 
research and 


thechnology 
can 
be 
funded 
properly. 
Further research is needed to 
discover the causes and cure for 
thedisease. and Mrs. Hampton has 
undertaken a project which would 
provide more money for research 
of scleroderma. In this way she 
hopes to help others whose cases 
are not so advanced and those 
who may get the disease. 
Mrs. Hampton is requesting 
that people send Top Value or S & 
H Green Stmps to her. These

The charge that it “hounded President Nixon out of 
office" is something the press may never be able to refute 
as far as many people are concerned. But a far stronger 
case can be made that it was the press that elected him in 
the first place. 
According to a study conducted by the University of 
Michigan's Institute for Social Research, newspaper 
endorsements of Richard Nixon were probably the 
decisive factor in his defeat of Hubert Humphrey in 1968. 
In that election, in which the two candidates were 
separated by only about one per cent in the popular vote, 
eight out of 10 newspapers endorsed Nixon — a figure 
exceeded only in 1972 when nine out of 10 newspapers 
endorsed him. 
Independent voters, whose ballot swung the 1968 contest, 
were influenced by the candidates their newspapers 
supported, the study found. With other influences screened 
out, pro-Nixon newspapers turned about three per cent of 
the vote toward the Republicans in 1968. 
“There’s no doubt of the tremendous effect TV has on 
current elections," John Robinson of the institute writes in 
Psychology Today magazine. But the influence of 
newspapers “is greatly undervalued.”

It is Thanksgiving. The family 
and relatives sit around the table 
chatting and enjoying the holiday 
meal. Suddenly, a grandfather or 
grandm other gasps for breath, 
turns blue and is dead within 
minutes. 
This 
incident 
sounds 
like 
another instance of Mr. Heart 
Attack rearing its ugly head on a 
gay occasion. 
However, this time death cam e in 
the form of a “cafe coronary.” In 
short, a loved one simply chocked 
to death on a piece of food. 
According to Dr. Robert C. 
Ahlvin, a pasthologist at Missouri 
Delta Community Hospital, the 
term cafe coronary was coined a 
few years ago by a medical 
examiner in Dade County, Fla., 
who recognized that a number of 
sudden deaths were not always 
from heart attacks but often 
resulted from choking to death. 
The ’ ’cafe” part of the term was 
used because many of the victims 
would choke while they were 
eating a big meal in a restaurant 
or cafe, Dr. Ahlvin said. 
“ It (choking on food) happens 
so rarely. And the disease it 
mimics, a heart attack, is so 
common. 
That’s 
part 
of the

"The food is rarely in there (the 
throat) but it is stuck.” 
Dr. Ahlvin said large chunks of 
meat or stew are the most com­ 
mon foods to become lodged in the 
throat. 
After it is determined the victim 
is choking rather than having a 
heart attack, the next obstacle is 
the type of treatm ent to use. 
In the past, there have been 
three ways. The first was the 
back-slapping method often done 
frantically and not very effective.

Then 
slam the fist, palm up, into the 
person’s abdomen with a quick, 
very strong movement. 
Often the victim will be dead 
weight, so a strong person should 
be the one to adm inister first aid, 
Dr. Rosenstein said. 
Another consideration is that 
after the victim turns blue, he has 
about three to five minutes to 
recover,

Dear Dr. Lamb— I am 21 
years old and ever since I 
was 18 I have had heart 
skips, 
flutters and 
some­ 
times my heart will beat as 
fast as 160 beats per minute. 
Twice I have had to get 
shots in the vein to make it 
slow down. I’ve had two 
electrocardiograms and last 
summer I had an X ray. 
Sometimes I bend over, and 
when I raise up, my heart 
feels like it’s stopped beat­ 
ing for a moment. 
My doctor says there isn’t 
anything 
seriously 
wrong 
with my heart. Could I be 
having heart failure? What 
causes these? I am a very 
nervous person and I am 
about 40 pounds overweight. 
Could this be it? 
I haven’t done any exer­ 


cise for almost a year be­ 
cause I’m scared about my 
heart. The only medicines 
I am taking are nerve pills 
to calm me down. 
Dear Reader — S i n c e 
you’ve already seen a doctor 
and presumably he has ex­ 
amined you this would tend 
to rule out most of the 
serious heart diseases that 
could be associated with this 
type of skipping of beats 
and irregularities. 
Individuals who have such 
problems, of course, should 
have a good examination to 
make 
sure 
their 
thyroid 
isn’t overactive or that there 
isn’t some underlying cardi­ 
ac problem. In young individ­ 
uals who have a d e f i n i t e 
history of heart problems 
or findings on examination, 
such irregularities are not 


usually a sign of serious 
heart disease. 
In such instances there is 
some 
irritability 
of 
the 
heart, meaning that some of 
the tiny specialized muscle 
fibers within the heart are 
able to trigger the heart to 
beat 
prematurely 
causing 
the sensation of the heart 
skipping a beat. Such condi­ 
tions are not the same thing 
as heart failure. 
In individuals who have 
recurrent problems of this stimulating d r i n k s 
and 
sort, without any evidence 
should desist from smoking 
of heart disease or other 
if that is one of their habits, 
underlying 
medical 
prob­ 
lems, it’s difficult to say 
what 
causes 
them. 
It 
is 
certainly true that nervous­ 
ness contributes to the prob­ 
lem. Anything which causes 
a release of adrenalin and 
adrenalin-like 
chem icals, 


such as occurs with nervous 
tension and stress, seems 
to aggravate the problem. 
Coffee, because it contains 
caffeine which is a stimulant 
to the heart, can also aggra­ 
vate this condition in people 
who are prone to have this 
problem. Indigestion is some­ 
times a factor and so is 
the use of cigarettes. Most 
doctors recommend that pa­ 
tients who have this type 
of 
problem

coffee, tea, colas and all 


start with a 15-minute walk 
a day, then gradually build 
up so that you can walk an 
hour a day without being 
excessively 
tired. 
Beyond 
that point you might be able 
to progress to more vigorous 
physical activity. This will 
help you get rid of that 
extra 40 pounds, unless you 
increase your dietary intake, 
and there is some evidence 
that a good sensible exercise 
program decreases the like­ 
lihood 
and 
frequency 
of 
heart irregularities or the 
sensation of the heart skip­ 
ping a beat.
